Let me speak 
rankly, 
"On our side, Japan is irritated over 


America's insistence on playing the 
big boy's part in the East. At least, 
so it appears to UK. We refuse to be 
bullied and resent iiny attempt at it. 


Wants Kespcct In Turn 


"We have consistently 
respected 


your sphere of influence and never 
onco challenged the Monroe Dot||rinc, 
I WBDt to risk you to respcet Japan's 
Monroe Doctrine of the East. 


"When I say Monroe Doctrine. 1 


refer to the doctrine as expounded by 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Kellogg. I wo of 
your former secretaries of state, who 
gave us to understand that the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, in the final analysis-, 
rests upon the right of self-defense. 


"Should America recognize and re- 


spect Japan's Monroe Doctrine of the 
East, many misgivings on our part 
will disappear. 


"I trust America's aim is peace on 


the Pacific, But your thesis of peace 
forbids Japan even a sporting chance 
in fighting America. 


"You propose to polii-e the vast. Pa- 


cific ocean by yourselves. 
At least 


that Is our impression. 


Cites Peril to Peace 


"No powerful and self-rt-.specting na- 


tion, however, would ever consent to 
be bound hand and foot by others. 
Just reverse1 (he case: Would America 
allow herself to he so bound by Ja- 
pan? 1 know the answer would be a 
definite 'No.' 


"America tries to impo.se upon us 


un inferior naval ratio and Japan re- 


visMsts it. 
Herein lurks a danger to 


f.^'eace. 


"To avert this danger, America must 


revise her policy 
and 
must more 


clearly show un attitude of co-opera- 
tion with Japan and Great Britain 
{or maintenance of tranquility in the 
Pacific. 


"Why must you act in such way as 


to impress upon others that you alone 
are to be trusted in the police duty 
of the Pacific?" 


I had asked Mr: Malsuoka for his 


views on the 1035 naval conference. 
He did not hesitate to state them. 
There is nothing of the "inscrutable" 
Oriental of fiction about this twen- 
tieth century Samurai. Educated in 
America, his mind works Ikie an Oc- 
cidental's. 


He is accustomed to speaking his 


piece, whether to his own people, to 
the staid dignitaries of the League of 
Nations, or to foreigners. 


Equivocations never settle anything, 


he says. They only pile up mischief. 


Parley Must Succeed 


"The 1935 conference," he continued 


earnestly, "must succeed.

the rest of his life just to keep him 
from testifying lo the truth from n 
Cook county witness-stand. 


And it is to bring out this whole 


story, rather than to vindictively pun- 
ish a once-powerful man. that the 
United States is fetching him back 
for truil. 


II is my personal guess no jury will 


convict Insull of embezzlement. 


Tills man was business manager to 


Thomas A. Edison. It was Insull who 
really developed 
the business that 


gave you and me Ihe electric light. 


He was a colossal genius us an or 


ganixcr— and as a financier a colossal 
blunderer. 


But he went down to the tune of 


100 millions of his own money trying 
to save the 100 millions of his in- 
vestors. 


That's what the jury will hearitbout 


Samuel Insull personally. 


But what Insull has to say about 


some of the public officials of the six 
states whose legislatures he dominat- 
ed for years, is the thing the Ameri- 
can public wants lo hear. That's the 
true rottenness—and Cook county's 
criminal court is going to turn the 
light on that rottenness.

INSTANBUL, Turkey - (/!>) - Be- 


wildered Samuel Instill, virtually a 
prisoner of the Turkish government, 
will be told Monday that lie is to be 
turned over lo American authorities 
for extradition. 


A decision of the Turkish cabinet 


to hand him over was communicated 
Sunday night to the governor general 
of Istanbul, who 
will 
inform the 


former Chicago financier. After noti- 
fication he will be placed under form- 
al arrest. 


Removed from the Greek freighter 


Maiotis, his refuge for the past 13 
days, Insull heard a Turkish court 
declare that the offense of which he is 
accused a "common crime," and was 
escorted to a room in » inodest hotel 
Sunday night. 


The final scenes in Insull's long fight 


to escape American authorities who 
seek him on embezzlement charges, 
flashed in quick succession. 
It was 


generally conceded that he had reach- 
ed the end of his rope. 


The Turkish cabinet, sitting (it An- 


kara, the capital, wasted no time in 
making up its mind to .grant a request 
from Washington for his extradition 
when word WHS flashed from Ishibtil 
that the court had found Turkish law 
would uphold the action. 


Insull's last request of Ihe author- 


ities was for permission to send tele- 
grams. This was granted. Authorities 
ordered him left alone for the night 
in his hotel room, in the "old city" 
of Istanbul. 


Insull, himself, did not know his 


own status when ho left the court and 
was taken to the |otel.

But, he warned, "mere absence o! 


apparent cause for conflict does not 
in itself, constitute a sufficient guar- 
antee for peace." 


America, he argued, is vastly richer 


than Japan. So she can afford to build 
many ships while Japan can ill af- 
'ord to do so, 


Thus, he 
reasoned, "If 
America 


truly looks for peace, she should stop 
building and Japan would do the 
same. 


Pojjty Is Principle 


"If. however, America continues to 


build—thereby ncidentally betraying 
a suspicious mentality toward us—we 
will also build to the last cent of our 
purse." 


''What about your contention for 


parity?" I nsked. 


"The Japanese contention for parity 


with America and Great Britain," he 
replied., "is a matter of principle. It 
should not alarm you at all. 


"Have we not the right to claim it? 


Reverse the case again, and what 
would you say?" 


"Do you forsee trouble with Rus- 


sia?" 


"There are some questions to be 


1 settled between Japan and the Soviet 


Union. I feel sure, however, that they 
are amenable to peaceful solution. 


Danger in Soviet Schemes 


"On tho issue, however, of the sub- 


versive activities of the Soviet gov- 
ernment in organizing a 
universal 


revolution of the proletariat and sov- 
ietizing China, Japan can permit of 
no compromise. 


"Recently some of the Russians— 


taking advantage of American rec- 
ognition—seem to 
be 
scheming to 


utilize America as a counterweight to 
Japan. 
But I believe your people 


have too much common sense to be 
made a cat's paw. 


"Should America, however, allow 


herself by any chance to be so in- 
volved as to create an unfortunate ap- 
pearance of aligning herself with Rus- 
sia against Japan, it will only ag- 
gravate the situation in the Far East 
and prejudice the peace ful settle- 
ment of questions between Japan and 
the U. S. S. R. 


Cliins\'s Choas Is Menace 


"W.hat of Japan's China policy?'' 
"Much as I regret it, I am now 


obliged to say that, if left along, 
China will continue to sink deeper and 
deeper into the mire of chaos and con- 
fusion. 
. "This, hopeless condition constitutes 
a serious menace to Japan. 


"China is" altogether too gigantic a 


country for Japan alone to help re- 
store to peace and order. 


"Therefore, if America and other 


powers, interested in China desire to 
extend co-operation there, we shall 
gladly respond to it." 


Bu,t, he concluded, 
significantly, 


"My advice is that America should 
make it clear to the war lords and pol- 
iticians pf China the futility of their 
game to alicnatf 
and 
antagonize 


America and Japan."

The dealer, described by authorities 


only as "Murphy,1' was 
taken into 


custody after Isadora Laschbin, Brem- 
erton tailor, read 
of 
the 
killings. 


Laschbin said Murphy brought the 
suit to him last Friday—the day after 
the slaughter apparently ocurred— 
with the explanation he had suffered 
a hemorrhage. 


Flieder. 45-year-old retired Brem- 


erton grocer, was gagged, shot tlu-ough 
the base of the skull and beaten al- 
most beyond 
recognition, 
together 


with his wife, 50; Eugene Chenevert, 
38; his wife, Mrs. Peggy Chenevert,• 
30; Magnus Jordon, retired navy man; 
and Fred Balsom, a bar tender. 


Sheriff D. L. Blankenship said the 


killer apparently bound and gagged 
the six persons and then set about 
ransacking tho house in the belief 
the FHeders had valuables concealed. 


Shenevert evidently worked loose, 


freed himself and started to battle the 
murderer. 


"After killing him the slayer went 


mad and slaughtered all in the house," 
the sheriff said. 


One of Chencvert's blood-stained 


hands clasped the leg of an upturned 
stool as if he had made one last 
convulsive effort to get to his feet. 


A hammer and a blackjack, used in 


the beatings, were near the bodies. A 
butcher knife and carving knife also 
used in the murders were in the bed- 
rooin. Drawers had been pulled out 
in all bureaus and the contents scat- 
tered on the floor.

Consolidation of 


Counties Popular 


Movement AU Over Amer- 


ica—Local Politicians 


Oppose It 


CHICAGO.—(^-Hampered by lo- 


cal pride and political patronage, a 
movement to consolidate counties is 
struggling to make headway in a score 
of states. 


The farm-to-city trend of popula- 


tion and the recovery of states of titlp 
to taxe delinquent land have caused 
tax burdens to rise in rural areas. 
These factors, plus increasing costs of 
government, have given vitality to 
campaigns 
for 
combining 
counties 


whose boundaries date back to the 
covered wagon area. 


A survey showed this week-end that 


about a dozen legislatures recently 
considered bills to 
merge 
counties 


having mutual economic, topographic, 
social and climate characteristics. 


Nebraska enacted a 
law 
making 


consolidations easy but it has not been 
taken advantage of. So did Virginia, 
The legislature in Wisconsin will have 
an opportunity next year to pass on 
a report by its Tax Committee which 
is conducting hearings along this line. 


In Michigan, petitions are being cir- 


culated 
asking for a constitutional 


amendment to permit county consol- 
idations for a vote in November. 


Idaho amended its constitution in 


1932 to permit it as an economy move.
